BELIEVE SLAYER 
HAS FLED SCENE

24.—Deter­ 
mined that the murder of Dr. Harry 
R. Dapper, youthful Carrick physi- 
I cian, is not to go down on the records 
as another unsolved mystery, county 
authorities today pressed their search 
for the man who lured his victim to 
a secluded place near Bettis field and 
shot him to death. 
Two theories—that Dr. Dapper had 
reason to fear for his life before the 
murder, and that he was slain by 
bootleggers—were discarded by police. 
Despite 
the 
fact that Dr. Dapper 
asked his father H. A. Dapper, to ac­ 
company him when 
the 
stranger 
called, it was pointed out that this 
was not an unusual practice for the 
son. 
The elder Dapper was knocked 
unconscious 
by 
the assailant, who 
rode to the scene of the murder with 
the doctor and his son in the doc­ 
tor’s car. 
Search 
for 
the 
doctor's car. in 
which the 
murderer 
escaped, has 
proved fruitless, despite several re­ 
ports that the car had been seen by 
suburban residents. 
The fact that the murder was com­ 
mitted Monday night, and the car 
has not yet been abandoned by the 
murderer, insofar as police can es­ 
tablish, may indicate that the slayer 
has made good his escape and is no 
longer in this part of the country.

CHICAGO, Aug. 24.—That the 
messages reported by amateur ra­ 
dio operators at . Chicago and To­ 
ledo, purporting to have been re­ 
ceived from Bert Hassell and Par­ 
ker Cramer, missing IUinois-to- 
Swjden fliers could not have been 
genuine, was stated here today by 
friends of the fliers who stated 
that neither Ilassell nor Cramer 
was a radio operator. 
An amateur operator at Toledo, 
and another at Chicago reported 
almost identical messages, stat­ 
ing “We are safe but running 
short of food/’ and giving the 
fliers location as on an island 50 
to 100 miles north of New Found- 
land. 
Later it was learned this same mes­ 
sage had been picked up by amateurs 
In New York and Detroit. 
Radio experts here believe some one ; 
with a grim sense of humor is broad- i 
casting the fictitious message.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Au?. 24.—H er­ 
bert Hoover, Republican nominee, on 
Thursday accepted 
the 
prohibition 
challenge 
of 
Governor 
Alfred 
E. 
Sm ith, his Democratic rival for the 
presidency. 
Hoover told a delegation 
of North D akotans th at he was oppos­ 
ed to repeal or modification of the 
18th am endm ent and that the only 
changes he would favor in the Vol- 
fîead act would be to bring about 
'b e tte r enforcem ent” of prohibition. 
The Republican nominee made these 
etatem ents after having listened *o 
S m ith’s declaration for a wet modifi­ 
cation of the Volstead act and an 
am endm ent to the 18th amendment 
which would perm it states to sell in ­ 
toxicating liquors. 
Hoover discussed 
the 
prohibition 
issue at some length with John H a­ 
gen, 
prohibition 
adm inistrator 
of 
North Dakota, when the latter called 
on the nominee in company with Sen- 


ator Gerald P. Nye <R* of N orth Da- 
! 
kota. and a group of farm ers fror. 
that state. 
Hagen asked Hoover ho\ 
he stood on changes in the prohibí 
tion law. 
The Republican nominet 
immediately responded th a t he stool 
squarely upon his acceptance speed 
declaration in which he said: 
“I do not favor repeal of the 18th 
am endm ent.” and pledged him self to 
a strict enforcem ent of prohibition 
Hagen then asked Hoover w hether b 
favored any change in the constitu 
ticnal am endm ent and the nomine 
replied in the negative. 
“You’ve recommended a survey u 
enforcem ent conditions,” H agen con 
tmued. 
“If th at investigation show 
there is need to change the Volstea« 
act. would you favor a change in ih 
law?” 
Hoover replied th a t the onl 
changes he would support would b 
to bring about “better enforcem ent 
of prohibition.

Perhaps no phase of C hristian ex­ 
perience is more generally m isunder­ 
stood th an th a t of conversion. 
So 
m uch passes for conversion which is 
merely emotionalism, and non-essen­ 
tials are so often substituted for the 
essentials, th a t the whole subject of 
conversion has often gotten an u n ­ 
savory reputation. 
Consequently it 
may be well for .us to study this 
week’s lesson with a view to the light 
it throws on conversion. 
In the case of the jailor of Philippi, 
as in the case of Lydia of T hyatira re­ 
corded in this same chapter, the word 
of God was first taught before there 
was brought about the possibility of 
any change in the hearts of the heajr- 
ers. 
Of Lydia we read th at “she 
worshipped God and heard us: whos2 
heart the Lord opend, th a t she a t­ 
tended unto the things th a t were 
spoken of Paul.” 
Likewise, of the 
jailor ive read. “They spake unto him 
the word of the Lord and to all th at 
were in his house.” 
An analysis of 
every New Testam ent conversion will 
show’ this same prelim inary prepara­ 
tion of the word of God paving the 
way for the Holy Spirit's entrance in ­ 
to the heart. 
If conversion is the 
work of the Holy Spirit rath er than 
the work of preacher or evangelist 
it is our chief duty as teachers and 
preachers to bring to folks the word 
of God through which the Spirit may 
have a chance to reach their hearts 
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ftoday's

and wrork their conversion. 
“How 
shall they believe on him of wrhom 
they have not heard? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher?” Paul 
never missed an opportunity to preach 
the word, and the very heart of th at 
wford. viz., the death and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ and his regnancy In 
the hearts and lives of men. 
Repentance the First Step. 
The first word of the jailor the rec­ 
ord gives us is Kls anguished cry, 
“Sirs, w hat m ust I do to be saved?' 
It is the cry of a soul burdened with 
sin, fully conscious of the burden and 
eager to be rid of it at any cast. 
Conversion means “turning”, and the 
first part of the cycle the soul travels 
in conversion is repentance, turning 
from sin. 
Christ's owjn definition of 
conversion and its results, as given 
in his charge to Paul, describes what 
wTas now’ going on in the jailor's heart, 
viz., “I send thee to open their eyes, 
and to tu rn them from darkness to 
light, and from the power of Satan 
I unto God, th a t they may recieve for- 
| giveness 
of 
sins, 
and 
inheritance 
! among them wrhich are sanctified by 
| faith th a t is in me.” 
Faith the Final Step. 
Simultaneously with the sinner’s 
turning from the 
power of 
Satan 
comes his turning unto God. 
As in 
j repentance he turns from sin, he turns 
in faith to Jesus Christ as Saviour 
j from the sin he loathes in repentance, 
j Paul and Silas were directing the 
; jailor and his family to this step 
when they said to them. “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.” 
T hat he 
did believe the message is evidenced 
by his complete change of attitude 
toward the gospel messengers, as “he 
took them the same hour of the night, 
and w’ashed their stripes; and was 
baptized, he and all his. straightway. 
And when he had brought them into 
his house, he set m eat before them, 
and rejoiced, believing in God with all 
his house.” Thus the cycle begun in 
! repentance is perfectly completed in 
faith and th a t a rejoicing, fruitful 
j faith proving itself in serving love. 
The Proof of Conversion. 
As conversion has its antecedents 
in the preaching of the word of God, 
so it is followed and attested by its 
fruits in a. changed life. 
In the case 
j of the jailor wre see the brutality th at 
scourged the backs of Paul and Silas 
I changed 
into 
the 
tenderness 
th at 
washes their stripes, and the hospi­ 
tality th a t brings the wronged ones I 
I into the house and sets m eat before ! 
them . 
The despair of the would-be 
suicide is changed to the rejoicing of 
a true C hristian family. 
The great questions to be answered 
by every one professing to be a con­ 
verted C hristian are not “W hen or 
how were you converted, or with w h a t. 
feeling?” but rather this, "Are you 
now living th at converted life of Joy- i 
ous, serving love which is proof of re- i 
pentance and faith?” 
(The international uniform lesson 
for Aug. 26. Is Acts 16:16:40, the sub­ 
ject being “Paul in a Roman Prison” | 
and the Golden Text, Philippians 4:4 
“Rejoice in the Lord alwayS; and 
again I say, Rejoice.”)

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AMENDED POSTAL LAW 
EFFECTS CHAN6E IN 
HIRD-CLASS MATTER 


Announcement 
made 
recently to 
the effect that congress has added I 
several amendments to the postal 
laws and regulations, is of utmost 
importance to all business men and j 
other frequent mailers of third-class 
matter 
The amendment of greatest import­ 
ance provides for the acceptance of 
identical pieces of third-class matter 
at the pound rate in bulk quantities 
of not less than 20 pounds, or 200 
pieces. 
Attention of the mailers is 
invited to the following features: 
12 Cents Per Pound 
First, the rate is 12 cents for each 
pound or fraction of a pound except 
in the case of books or catalogues j 
having 24 pages or more, and seeds, 
plants, etc., on which the rate is 8 
cents for each pound or fraction 
thereof. 
But in no case shall the 
postage be less than one cent a piece, j 
Second, the provision applies to cir­ 
culars, miscellaneous printed matter, 
merchandise and all third class mat- I 
ter, but each mailing must consist of 
identical pieces presented in quan­ 
tities of not less than 20 pounds or 
200 pieces. 
Third, the postage shall be prepaid j 
in money, or, at the option 
of the 
mailer, by 
means 
of 
precancelled 


stamps, but in either case there shall 
be printed in the upper right corner 
of the address side of the matter im­ 
mediately above the space 
for the 
stamp, providing precancelled stamps 
are used, or immediately above the 
indicia if money is paid, this inscrip­ 
tion: “Section 435 
P. L. and R " 
Inscription in Corner 
That inscription together with the 
indicia prescribed for matter mailed 
without stamps affixed 
under 
the 
provisions of section 452, postal laws 
and regulations, shall in every case be 
printed in the upper right hand cor­ 
ner of the address side. 
This inscription may be printed on 
the matter when the return card Is 
printed thereon, or at the time the 
other indicia are printed on the mat­ 
ter, or at such times as may be most 
convenient to the mailer. 
It is announced that the post office 
department has made arrangements 
to 
supply 
precancelled 
one-cent 
stamped envelopes to meet the re­ 
quirements- of the mailers who have 
been issued permits to dispatch bulk 
matter of the third class under the 
conditions specified in section 435^2, 
postal laws and regulations, as re­ 
cently enacted. 
The precancelled envelopes will be 


furnished with printed return cards 
of the patrons or unprinted when the 
purchasers desire to have return cards 
of special design printed thereon by j 
I local printers. 
These envelopes shall 
be ordered through the local post­ 
master in lots of 500 
envelopes 
o r ; 
multiples thereof. At the present time 
' but three sizes of precancelled one- j 
cent*envelopes will be Issued, viz: Nos. 
i 5, 8 and 13. 
Merchants especially are asked to 
take note of these amendments so 
that the proper course can be followed 
when 
sending 
third 
class 
matter 
through the mail. 
Postal authorities 
in this city will be glad to explain 
anything that might prove confuting 
| along this line, if those wishing the 
information will call at 
the 
post­ 
master’s office when information is 
j desired.

Has Radio Quality 
In Healing Baths

HEIDELBERG, Aug 24 — Heidel­ 
berg has added another to its al­ 
ready great number of attractions. 
This is a medicinal bath-house for 
the employment of a spring whose 
water Is declared by balneologists to 
be the strongest radioactive water yet 
known. 
The water, which was struck ten 
years ago at a depth of about 3.000 
feeF has heretofore been employed 
only in the physical-therapeutic in­ 
stitute of the Heidelberg University's 


medicial clinic 
but the nece :*v of 
transporting 
it 
in containers from 
the spring which lies on the bank of 
the Neckar, involved the possibility 
of the loss of some of its healing qual­ 
ities. 
To obviate this a bathhouse with 
40 cells has been built at the spring. 
The saline-radioactive water, which 
leaves the earth a* a temperature of 
78 degrees Fahrenheit, is so strong 
that the bather is permitted to re­ 
main in it only ten minutes, and 
he must then lie down for a

before leaving the cell. The water is 
also empiov^d for drinking cures 
While its full working has not vet 
been determined, its favorable effect 
on the cellular tissues has already 
been demonstrated

rheumatism,

I never mot a wet who was wet I 
enough to propose compulsory drink­ 
ing. 
I know wets who say a total ab­ 
stainer 
denies 
himself one of the 
good things of life. I have seen wets 
tempt others to drink—in fact, urge 
them 
to do so 
and ridicule them 
for not doing it- 
and overdoing it— 
bad influences, out and out. 
But I never heard of a wet who 
advocated 
anything 
more 
drastic 
than optional individual wetness—by 
law. 
* * 
* 
Compulsory total abstinence—since 
centuries of experience seems to have 
proved that, nothing less will convince 
the refractory-is the essence of the 
drys’ creed. 
He who favors anything weaker 
than that is no dry — not in this 


country. 
Prohibition has other defi­ 
nitions in some other lands. I speak 
of the United States. 
Our drys do not all agree as to 
enforcement methods and penalties. 
Such divergences of opinion mark 
the difference between moderate and 
ultra-drys. here in America. All do 
agree on the principle of compulsion. 
Any dissenter is moist at least. 


When a man joins an organization 
with some specific political object 
in view, and pays dues, I assume 
that that identifies him as something 
of an “ultra” in that particular line. 
We have two such organizations, on

wet-and-dry 
proposition,

headquarters here in Washington — 
The Anti-Saloon league.

PARIS, Aug. 24.—America shortly 
wiil be able to learn what percentage 
of the “old masters” she has taken 
from Europe are fakes, according to 
Colonel Cellerler, chief of the newly- 
organized Identification service of the 
Louvre Museum. 
W ith the consent of the Ministry 
of Beaux Arts Colonel Cellerler will 
eail for the United States in a few 
weeks to give a series of lectures on 
the official French method of “ex­ 
pert Lsing” paintings. 
Louvre As Guide 
"The pictures of the Louvre will 
serve as a standard for the identifi­ 
cation of works of art,” said Colonel 
Cellerler to “Comoedia.” 
The m u­ 
seum contains a large number of m as­ 
terpieces whose authenticity is indis­ 
putable. 
“We already have begun the iden­ 
tification of the great masters down 
from the Sixteenth Century. 
A pic­ 
ture is photographed in different po­ 
sitions under different lights and fin­ 
ally it is put under an X-Ray. 
"Exhaustive data on the peculiar­ 
ities of each painter naturally is at 
our disposal, and it enables us to 
study the X-Rays and other photo­ 
graphs In such a w’ay that the most 
clever fraud would be detected. 
“The new archives of identifica­ 
tion at the Louvre will form, I be­ 
lieve, undisputed reference for paint­ 
ings the world over. 
Easy To Decide 
“By the method now employed it 
H easy to perceive whether a pic­ 
ture has been retouched either by the 
master himself or another. This sci­ 
entific 
verification 
should 
show 
whether pictures bear the Inimitable 
traits of the famous artists whose 
names they display.” 
Colonel Cellerler says he has failed 
to find ony fakes in the Louvre. 
He 
asserts that the priceless Gioconda, 
once stolen from the museum and 
subsequently recovered, still hangs in 
the Louvre, maintaining that the new 
identification gives the lie to those 
who whispered the thieves sucess- 
fully disposed of the precious canvas 
and simulated the hiding of a copy. 
Colonel Cellerier, nevertheless, ad­ 
mits that Leonardo da Vinci might 
have painted other Giocondas.

program that will be conducted from 
this time until election day.
